Senators 
Spooner and Quarles 
of Wisconsin 
and Dolllver of Iowa, and a group of 
Michigan beet sugar manufacturers In 
the gallery were in his audience and , 
he was liberally applauded by his R e-1 
publican supporters as he assailed the 
Republican 
leaders 
who were advo­ 
cating the bill. boldly charging them J 
with being false to 
the Republican 
doctrine of protection. He announced 
that he was willing to vote to overrule 
the chair 
In order 
to 
support an 
amendment to take the differential offj 
refined sugars. 
Mr. Morris of 
Minnesota, another 
Republican, 
who 
made 
a 
speech 
against the bill, also made a similar 
announcement. 
The other speakers were Mr. Rail of 
Texas and Mr. Sparkman of Florida, 
both Democrats, opposed the bill. and 
Mr. Mondell of Wyoming advocated 
its passage. 
The Democratic and Republican op­ 
ponents of the measure are trying to 
get together on the proposition to take 
the difffferential off refined sugar. The 
Indications are that the debate will be 
protracted. 
The demand for time to 
speak Is great, and there is now no 
expectation that general debate will 
be completed until next week. 
At the conclusion of routine busi­ 
ness In the senate consideration of the 
Chinese exclusion hill wa* resum ed., 
Mr. Galiinger of New Hampshire ad ;
